NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


We report in another column the concluding lecture of a series of excellent ad- 
dresses, by Dr. A. Cohen, on subjects connected with Physiology and Hygiene. The 
large audiences on each occasion must have been very flattering to the lecturer, but 
they were scarcely composed of those whom we should most desire to be the 
recipients of the admirable observations of Dr. Cohen. We would suggest that 
some arrangement should be made for the delivery of a similar series before an 
East End audience, and if, afterwards, the lectures of Dr. Cohen could be re- 
printed for wide circulation so much the better. Visitors to the poor find them 
utterly devoid of the most elementary knowledge of the value of pure air, 
water, and food. The excessive overcrowding in the East End has been accom- 
panied by terrible neglect of the laws of hygiene. Within the last few days a 
lady visitor deliberately refused to leave the room of a poor woman until it was 


thoroughly washed out and purilied. There is much scope for such earnest work, 
particularly among our foreign poor. 


The article contributed by Cardinal Newman to the February number of the 


Nineteenth Century is notable as showing the attitude which a good Catholic 
may take up at the present day with regard to the question of the inspiration of 
the Bible. Cardinal Newman declares for a modified Inspiration. Inspiration in 
every particular, such as ordinary people have always imaginedto be one of the 
doctrines of orthodox Christianity, he says is not a necessary articls of faith, 
unless we are bound de fide t> believe that terra inwternum stat, and that heaven 


is above us, and that there are no Antipodes.” Moreover, “it scems. unworthy 


of Divine Greatness that the Almighty should, in His revelation of Himself to 
Us... e « assume the office of . . . an historian or geographer, 
except so far as the secular matters bear directly upon the revealed truth.” 
Since, then, every word of the Scriptures is not inspired, an authority is needed 
to determine which are the inspired parts—in other words to expound the mean- 
ing of the text. This authority, of course, Cardinal Newman claims, should be 
the Church. It is infallible, and its decisions on Biblical interpretation are bind- 
ing. But there are some questions of Biblical interpretation upon which the 
Church has not yet pronounced a formal judgment, and upon these a Catholic 
may hold what views he pleases, provided they are not heretical in themselves. 


Cardinal Newman cites the authority of the Book of Ecclesiastes as one of those 
undecided questions 


The Cardinal goes even further. “It follows,’ he declares, “from there 
veing two agencies, divine grace and human intelligence, co-operating in the pro- 
duction of the Scriptures that . . . . a canonical book may be composed, not 
only from, but even of, pre-existing documents, it being always borne in mind, 


as a necessary condition, that an inspired mind has exercised a supreme and an 
ultimate judgment on the work.” Indeed, the Cardinal holds that a Scriptural 
Book may be inspired “ though not a word of it is an original document.” Thus 
he believes that the “* Chaldee and Greek portions of the Book of Daniel, even 
though not written by Daniel,” were written by mien inspired in matters of faith 
and morals. Nay, inspiration does not require that a book should be homogeneous 


in form and matter. The Book of Psalms is the product of different hands ; but 
it is inspired because it has had an inspired editor. “ Nor does it matter whether 
one or two Isaiahs wrote the book which bears that prophet’s name.”

field—are sufficient guarantee for the energy which will be infused into the ney 
movement, and for the learned and scientific character of the works, that will 
be issued to the subscribers. We cordially hail the formation of this Society, 
the success of whichis the more ensured since one of its statutes wisely prescribes 
that all controversial subjects of a political and religious character shall be rigor. 
ously excluded from its publications and discussions, 


It may be doubted whether there is a word about the meaning of which there 
has been more controversy than has grown round the name “Essenes.” This fact 
is reflected, too, in the scanty information which we possess as to the character 
of the tenets of the sect so named. Some have derived * Essene” from yon 
“pious” or puritanic,”’ others from “an overseer,” or watchman” for the 
service of God. The latter is the theory of Ewald. Adopting the same etymo. 
logy, others would interpret. the term as “ visionaries.” An Egyptian Rect, of 
kindred aspirations, was termed Therapeutai, i.e, “healers.” Hence Baur an} 
others connect “Essene ’ with the root Nox, “to heal.” Or others again would 
make the Essenes “silent” or inysterious ” These are but a few of 
the very numerous etymological attempts of which the word Essene his been the 
subject. Some are more probable than others, but none possess much real value, 
Least plausible of all is Philo’s assumption. He, in accordance with his usual 


custom, would mike the word Greek—identical, in fact, with hosfos, “holy” or 
“sacred.” 


Dr. Edersheim comes forward with a new theory. His recently published 
“ Life of Christ is indeed replete with Rabbinic lore. He contends that the 
interpretation of ‘“ Essene” as “pious,” “humble,” or “silent” is radically 
unsatisfactory. Opponents were not in those ages so generous to their rivals as 
to apply to them designations so flattering. 
Edersheim, ‘the origin and meaning of the name seem implicd in their very 
position towards the synagogue. They were the only real sect, strictly outsiders 
—and their name Essenes, seems the Greek equivalent for Chitzonim 
‘the outsiders.’ ’ The solution thus proposed is certainly novel and ingenious ; 
but it is scarcely satisfactory. Dr. Edersheim, to make his theory good, should 
be able to show that, in the Talmud, the term p2)¥% is applied to some such 
special sect as the Essenes. We not only think such a demonstration impossible, 
but we fancy that it might readily be shown that the word O39 is usually 
employed only in the general sense of “outsiders.” Dr. Edersheim also overlooks 
the possibility that ‘* Essenes’’ was the name which the members of the sect 


applied to themselves. This supposition would weaken his objections to the 
older derivations,

ft is well known that Josephus (Antiq. Bk. ii. 9) derives the name “ Moses,” 
not from the Hebrew wy (“to draw out”), but from the Egyptian ‘“ mo,” 
waiter, and “uses” one delivered from. So Philo, in his elaborate Life cf Moses, 
says of the daughter of Pharaoh: “ Then she gave him a name, calling him 
Moses with great propriety, because she had received him out of the water, 
for the Egyptians call the water ‘mos.’ It would be no prima objection 
toan Egyptian derivation of the name, that Exodus assumes a Hebrew origin. 
The Bible names are frequently susceptible of a twofold etymology, and some- 
times have such a double origin positively assigned to them in Scripture. But 
Philo is most untrustworthy in many parts of lis account of the Lawgiver ; and 
when carefully examined, his statement on the present point is not in entire 
agreement with that given by Josephus, Philo evidently derives “ Moses” from one 
Egyptian word, whilst Josephus as clearly assumes for its origintwo distinct words, 
It is worth considering whether the latter writer, after all,did mean the words 
he gives to be Egyptian. It is possible that he had some vague notion of deriving 
Mwo from the Hebrew OND, “ water.’ and from some form of the verb Yor “to 
save” or deliver.”

Which 11 are by a good new road. No “English farmer” has visited or considered 
the place “unfavourable.” The Society's agent, the gentleman referred to in my 
last, told the Committee that owing to the want of skill and strength of the Jews 
a far greater outlay than the Government estimate would be necessary. 

The colonists were therefore informed that the Committee would provide all 
that might be needed above the sum already guaranteed, 
No “unavailing complaints” have been made to the Committee. Our agent 
stated that some 80 acres needed no clearing at all, but could be ploughed and sown 
at once. H. M. Commissioner offered to help in purchase of oxen for which the 
colonists had money in hand. Our agent advised the employment of skilled assist- 
an's, and added “ goats should be got—they do splendidly here.” 
Again, not the majority, but five men in Cyprus had left their families in 
Russia, The Committee have stated their willingness to provide travelling expenses 
and have given several grants of money fer these people. 

There has been no “attempt to stop the daily grant,” no “appeal to law,” or 
“ examination of contracts.” The Committee directed an increase of 6d. a day to be 
given to the men at work, while the women, children, and sick were provided for as 
usual, it being of course understood that idlers would receive no pay. 


I will add one word as to the question of religious liberty. The intentions and 
acts of the Committee have not been fairly represented on this point. The colonists 
asked that resident missionaries should not be placed among them on land owned by 
the Committee. That was readily granted, this not being a missionary Society, The 
object of the Committee is to relieve persecuted Jews, and to secure for them civi 
and religious liberty, in token of Christian sympathy on account of wrongs inflicted 
by other ignorant Christians who know not the history of the Jewish nation, 
or that our Messiah was the Son of Abraham and of David; for His sake we love 
His people, |

WHAT CONSTITUTES A JEW? 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirn,—The above query arises to my mind, consequent upon an incident brought 
before me during the last few days, trifling, probably, in itself, but suggesting much 
that requires elucidation, Permit me, en passant, to observe, that I have no sympathy 
with those who would impair or jeopardise the beautiful tenets of our faith, nor 
would I bea party to any attempt to weaken the hold Judaism possesses over all 
Israelites, but I- protest emphatically against any action that savours of eccle- 
siastical bigotry or red tapeism, when the dearest affections of the heart are 
concerned, 

The incident to which I refer, occurred on the 18th inst. <A child, the son of a 
Christian mother by a Jewish father, died. This boy had been duly initiated into 
the Abrahamic covenant by a well-known Mohel, with all the usual formalities of 
our faith. The brothers. four in number, had also been circumcised and educated 
as Jews,and the female children as Jewesses. The family have always been obsery- 
ant of the principles of our faith, and the father duly recognised as a contributing 
member of a synagozue, not 50 miles from Covent Garden Market. Upon the sad 
event occurring. the father naturally found his way to his parent synagogue, There 
the books were turned up in the most business-like manner. Of course, he was a 
defaulter, was called upon to settle arrears, which he did, and, as usual, the following 
day was fixed for the funeral. Nothing then was mentioned respecting the mother’s 
religion, which, by the bye, she was willing to abjure for her children’s sake, The 
feelings of the mother were not considered, as the sequel shows. Well, the next 
morning, to the surprise and indignation of the family, notice was sent that the 
ecclesiastical authorities would not sanction the burial, on the ground that the child 
was not born a Jew. But, urged the astonished parent, all my boys have been 
circumcised, all my surroundings are Jewish, my children are being educated as 
Jews and Jewesses. He was bewildered and mystified beyond conception by this 
most arbitrary and cruel mandate. 

What, then, constitutes a Jew? Is the initiation into a sacred covenant, with 
all the ordained and recoguised forms of our religion, as inculeated by Holy Writ, a 
mockery andasham? Is the Divine command of the Almighty—that Ishmael, the 
son of the Egyptian woman, Hagar, should be brought up and trained to become an 

Israelite—to be treated with contempt and indifference, by this so-called ecclesi- 
astical authority, who would perforce sanction the burial of an alien in kindred and 
faith, with anti-Jewish proclivities, by those near and dear to him, This earnest, 
sincere Israelite was informed that there was noalternative but to bury this Jewish 
child, son of a good Jew, loving his faith with all his heart and soul, in a Christian 
cemetery ; and this in the 19th century. What a bitter comment upon our love of 
toleration and liberty! What a satire upon our horror of persecution and bigotry ! 

What is the cause of the unjust popular prejudices and persecution to which our 

coreligionists have been subjected abroad? Itis high time that bigoted, intolerable. 
and inconsistent ordinances, enacted by unreasonable and unjust authorities, living 
centuries after their time, should be met by a more liberal and enlightened policy ; 
a policy more worthy of the age and the people among whom we live. Our grand, 
old faith cannot, surely, rest its solidity and truth upon such outrages on our 
common humanity and the most sacred feelings of the people. 


Admitted, our brother did err in marrying outside the pale of Judaism, but his 
wife has conforraed to his wishes, the principles of our religion have been earnestly 
and zealously attended to by her. Aye! far more consistently and sincerely than 
in many orthodox Jewish families, simply actuated by a superstitious reverence for 
what are called religious duties, which, in a number of instances are more honoured 
in the breach than in the observance. After the lapse of several days (the corpse all 
this time being unburied) this Jewish child was interred ina Jewish cemetery, belong- 
ing to an enlightened and liberal-minded congregation, where the time-honoured 
principles of our religion are not ignored, and antiquated customs and bigoted preju- 
dices are not observed, 

Much scandal and shame must attach to the upholders of such iill-advised 
arbitrary forms and customs, Many sincere, honest adherents toour faith may be 


| forced to forget their kindred and their race with humiliation and sorrow, rather

than submit to become the victims of cruel religious fanaticism, worthy only of

* * From the enquiries we have made we have ascertained that the opinion of _ 
Ecclesiastical Authorities on the case referred to in the foregoing letter was asked by the 
President of the Maiden Lane Synagogue, and we are informed that they gave their oy 
sion according to Jewish law. Asthe child was the offspring ofa Christian mother, he 
was a non-Jew, and the fact of his being circumcised does not constitute him a Jew. 
He should have becen formally received into the Synagogre by >°30172%D In the 
presence of an authorised Beth-Din, with the guarantee that he should be properly 
educated and trained in the Jewish faith. This was obviously impos-ible as, long as 
his mother remained a Christian. We are further informed that the statement in 
the letter, that the wife “ conformed to the wishes of her husband, the principles of 
our religion having been earnsetly and zealously attended to by her,” is in direct 
opposition to what the father of the child stated at the Beth _Hamedrash. 
Although married for eight years, his wife did not apply to be received into the 
Jewish pale, as her mother was opposed to her change of religion. The Ecclesiastical 
Authorities now give every reasonable facility to enable the non-Jewish parent to 
embrace the Jewish religion, so that the children may be retained within the pale. 
But they maintain that they would be guilty of a gross dereliction of duty, if in 
such instances, they regarded the mere mechanical act of pp as constituting a

THE PROPOSED MINISTERS AUGMENTATION FOND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Str,~—Your advocacy of the ministerial question is most opportune. The griev- 
ance you point out is a real one, Jews living in the metropolis can hardly feel how 
real, Let me state an instance in which a state of congregational prosperity has 
been followed by the state of something like congregational ruin, by an intelligent 
English minister being succeeded by a foreigner unacquainted with English, and 
exercising no beneficial influence whatever. : 

In the town from which I write—Hanley—there is a synagogue whose interests 
were, until a short time ago, presided over with tact and ability by an English Jew, 
the Rev. M. L, Harris. The right: of the Jewish residents were the concern of the 
minister, who was the recognised representative Hebrew of the district. The Jews 
had in Mr, Harris a competent, and further, a fully acknowledged exponent of their 
views, Foreigners, however, came int» the district in sufficient numbers to cause 
trouble. Tor the sake of peace,and to maintain its reputation for charitableness, 
the congregation gave place and extended privileges to those who in the English 
world were mere ciphers—unable to speak the vernacular, and unaccustomed to the 
decent ways of the country, Mr, Iarris could not be retained, and on his leaving a 
foreigner was engaged to attend to the duties of Shochet, Chazan, and so forth, The 


result is that the synagogue is almost a foreign institution. Russians carry the day 


on the taking of any vote, and the Jewish synagogue is no longer regarded as a 


resort of civilised Englishmen, There are about sixty Jewish children in the com- 
munity, and they are without an instructor in religion, Ihe foreigners elect them- 
selves to all the posts, and if they could get the trust-deeds of the synagogue it 
would surprise no one to find them locking the doors on the unfortunate English 
Jews, who are so few in number as to be helpless in the matter, 

Among those who helped in the providing of the synagogue were severa] 
wealthy Jews in London and elsewhere, I wish they would reali<e that their privi- 
leges did not end there, but that it would conduce to the welfare of the community 
if they would take the eversight of provincial a airs, and see to the providing of 
proper ministers, Present goings on cause the Jewish name to stink in the nostrils 
of the respectable portion of the non-Jewish public, It is high time something 
was done, Therefore your appeal is strongly supported by.

All these various functions are entrusted to different Cominit- 
we . and only by reading the reports issued by those bodies for the past 
os a just conception be formed of the extent and the diversity of the work 
whieh the Board performs. On previous oceasions the task of analysing the main 
port of the institution has rendered it impossible to give more than a brief 
acount of the labours of the Committees, This year we propose to notice 
those labours separately, and thus to do more justice to the Board itself, and to 
ihe several bodies of hardworking gentlemen connected with it. 

We turn first to the report of the Loan Committee, The Committee calls 
attention to the steady increage in the demand for loans, The number granted 
last year was 280, against 259 in 1882, and 241 in 1881. The applications refused 
were 95, against 101 in 1882, and 81 in 1881. The amount lent was £1,304 10s. 
against £1.251 10s in 1582 and £1191 in 1881, The repayments were 
£524 18s. 6d. against £613 7s. 6d., and LO04 18s, respectively ; and represented 
43 per cent. of the amounts advanced, against 49 and 51 per cent. The total 
amount repaid by borrowers was £1,218 12s, against £1,133 9s in 1882, and 
£1,056 13s. 1d., in 1881. Of these sums £593 13s. 6d., £520 1s. 6d.. and 
£451 15s. 1d. respectively, were repayments of old loans. “The increase in 
both these amounts,” say the Committee, “ is extremely satisfactory, being more 
than proportionate to the increase in the amount lent.” Of the 286 loans granted 
during 1883, 161 consisted of sums of £5 and upwards. The lowest sum lent 
was twenty shillings (there was only one such loan) and the hichest ten pounds, 
The largest number of loans granted were in sums of five pounds. There were 
li6such loans. During 1883 an amonnt of £142 ds. Od. consisting of arrears of 
very old loans, was written off as bad. Nearly one-half of this amount, it is 
pointed out, Is the residue of sums advanced In 1870—a year of exceptional dis- 
tress. The loss on loans granted more recently has been smaller. being less than 
} per cent. on those of 1880, and only 1 per cent. on those of 18]. The loss is 
heaviest on the small loans. On loans of £10 and €5 eranted during 1880, 1881. 
and 1882, it has been under 1 per cent. + on those of £2, however, it has reached 
nearly 3 per cent. The Committee adds that the class of borrowers of 
differs hardly at all from that which comes to the Board for relief, the cost of 
auding the very poor to rain ly} Independent livelihood, cannot be counted exces- 
sive.

Since 1862 the Com 
mittee has lent DOD sewing and other Inachines. lor the purcnase of tools, Ke., 
I] loans were granted during the year, and two borrowers completed their repay 
ments of old loans. The net assets of the Committee amount to £2,976 1s. 4d. 
The number of boys apprenticed was 84, against 105 in 1882, and 73 in 1881, 34 
in 1880, and 11 in 1879, The figures show a general advance, but a decline as 
regards 1883 and 1882. Insufficiency of funds and: the want of a salaried clerk 
are stated to be the reasons of the falling off. Ina work, however, of such con- 
sequence, the Committee should not be hampered by pecuniary difticulties. The 
vommunity ought to. keep the luportance and the wants of the Committee 
steadily in view. The numberof apprentices at present serving their time nnder 
the auspices of the Committee is 264. The trades most affected are : Boot mianu- 
facturers and clickers (23) ; cabinet makers (383) ; gastitters, plumbers, &e. (10) ; 
Jewellers (13) ; upholsterers (18) ; and wood carvers and turners (13). The list 
of trades comprises some 69 occupations.

48 new cases during the year—fortunately n The 489 souls 
already settled in London wanted but little assistance, contrary to the expecta- 
tion of Inany persons. Only 60 cases re-appeared, and these together only made 
121 applications. Jd., and 37 were 
assisted to return to Russia at a cost of £136 7s. 3d. 48 cases remain in London, 
and relief has been given them to the amount of £140 18. 8d. These last cases 
show a decline of 12 as compared with the number for 1882. A special para- 
Report gives some details respecting the relief of the fugitives 
not incluted in the Report for 1882. These cases were 
n by arrangement with the Brody Dispersion Committee with the 
object of their being permanently settled here or in the Colonies. The refugees 
were deinoralised by their long inactivity at Brody. Efforts to induce them to 
work were unavailing for a time, and it was at length determined to send a large 
number to Australia and New Zealand, The last accounts received tend to show 
that their progress has been as satisfactory as could have been hoped for. Of the 
Brody refugees a total of 60 souls emigrated, and 16 settled in London. The 
total amount expended upon them was £1,497 5s. 7d. 

In bringing our summary of these Reports to a close we wish to express the 
hope that the revelation they afford of the magnitude and variety of the Board’s 
operations may not be lost upon our readers, It must surely strike them as an 
anomaly that the contribution of many a subscriber to the Board does not amount 
to more than the conventional guinea, which is not thought too large a subscrip- 
tion to a petty charity. If this is an anomaly, what shall be said of the indiffer- 
ence which does not help the Board with a single shilling ?

Mr. Cohen tenlered his obli- 
gations for the valuable assistance he received from the members of the Board, and 
especially from the Honorary Secretary, who considerably lightened his own labours. | 
The Board was specially indebted to Mr. Lionel Alexander for the admirable report 
which he had prepared. Mr.Cohen concluded by moving a vote of thanks-to Mr. 
Alexander, which was carried. |

the Board the necessity of providing against this state of things in the future, 


For a number of years increasing attention has been paid to the Industrial 


Department of the Board’s organisation, which is occupied with apprenticing 
Jewish youths of the poorer class. By this means the want of training 
which has stood so much in the way of an earlier generation will be obviated 
for those now growing into manhood, who will thus be prevented from falling 
into need of assistance in the future, 

The Industrial Committee of the Board has taken a further step in the 
direction of obtaining the needed training for the Jewish youth under its 
charge. Whenever there exists any national organisation which corresponds 
to Jewish wants without clashing with Jewish interests, it is clearly politic 
to make use of such organisation instead of creating a special Jewish body 
to fulfil the same needs. A special case for the application of this rule exists 


in the facilities for technical training given by the new City and Guilds 


Technical Institute, organised and presided over by Mr. Pwitip Maenvs. 
The Committe has applied to this gentleman for guidance in choosing classes 
for Jewish apprentices and he has willingly acceded to the Board’s request. 


We shall now be assured that Jewish apprentices have opportunities of . 


obtaining the highest industrial training which the Institution of which Mr. 
Maenvs is head can afford. ) 

A Jewish workman needs such training even to a greater extent than 
others. Jewish workmen can only work five days a week, and have besides 
to be absent from their work for the different Jewish festivals. They thus 
stand at a serious disadvantage in competition with their fellow-workmen of 
other creeds, especially now that. the more friendly relations of master and 
men are dying away. The only hope for the Jewish workman is, therefore, 
to possess higher training than his competitors, and thus to offer additional 
attractions to the master to be content with better work for less time, Jews 
have the advantage in point of energy, patience, and intelligence ; all these 
will be increased tenfold if superior training be added. 

The Board has for some time been careful to ensure for as many of 
the Jewish youth as possible the advantages of industrial training, so far as 
these can be obtained from apprenticeship. They now go a step further, and 
are taking measures to offer the best technical training obtainable in England 
to the young workmen entrusted to their care. Their course of action is to 
commended in every way. To do the very best for these youths, who are to 
a certain extent handicapped by their religious duties, the community owes 
it to the Board to assist it by substantial encouragement in this important 
department. 

It is, however, by no means clear that the recipients of these benefits 
and their parents are sufficiently advanced in intelligence to appreciate fully tle 
advantages now offered to them, It is the duty of parents to see that their 
sons who have the opportunity of attending classes which will “finish ” 
them for their trade, take full benefit of such opportunity and devote their 
whole energy to becoming what the Board desires them to become—skilled 
English workmen of a much higher grade than any now among its clients. 


THE PROPOSED ENLARGEMENT OF BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE —Mr. Henry 
Lucas, one of the Wardens of the Bayswater Synagogue, has given notice that he 
will move the following resolution at the next meeting of the Council of the United 
Synagogue: * That the plans marked F in the alteration of the Bayswater Syna- 
gogue, which have been already considered and recommended by the 
Executive Committee of the United Synagogue in their report of the 
19th March, 1883, be referred to the Building Committee for censideration 
and report to the Council,” The plans marked F (Mr. N. S. Joseph). are 
those for lateral extension, which on a previous occasion were under consideration. 
They give additionsl exits at onecorner of the body of the synagogue and from both 

side galleries. They provide 112 seats in the body of the synagogue, in place of 70 to be 

removed, and 116 new seats in the galleries, in place of 70 to be removed. The esti- 
mated cost will be £3,000, In connection with this subject, a memorial has been 
received from 348 seatholders of the Bayswater Synagogue (288 gentlemen, and 60 
ladies holding seats in their own right), to be placed before the Council. 


BURIAL GrounD CHARGES.—The Executive Committee of the United Syna- 


gogue report to the Council that they “ have given careful consideration to the | 


question of the charges made for ground to non-members of the United Synagogue, 
and have compared these charges with those made by the We-t London Synagogue 
of British Jews, by the Western Synagogue, and with the scale of charges for ground 
at Kensal Green Cemetery, and find the United Synagogue charges to be very much 
lower than those levied by either of the above-named establishments, The Executive 
Committee consider that the amount charged for ground to non-members of the 
United Synagogue is very inadequate. It also appears that the institution of second 
class funerals, intended to diminish the number of charity funerals, has tota'ly 
failed in its object. Instead of this result being attained, the first class funerals have 


decreased to the full extent of the second class funerals, while the charity funerals | 


have hardly, if at all, diminished. It is difficult to name any fixed charge that 
should be made for burial space to non-members, as the consideration of each appli- 
cation must be governed by its special circumstances, and dealt with promptly. The 
Executive Committee do not therefore consider it advisable to fix any precise sum, or 
to propose any fresh legislation ; the decision in each case should be left to the dis- 
cretion of the Treasurers of the Burial Society. The Executive Committee recom- 
mend the Council to adopt the following resolution for the future guidance of those 
gentlemen :—‘ The Council invite the attention of the Treasurers of the Burial 
Society to the inadequacy of the present charges for burial of non-members of the 
United Synagogue, with the view of their materially increasing it to persons who, 
in their opinion, are capable of paying fur the same.’ ”’ |

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DALSTON SYNAGOGUE. 


At the meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue to be held on- 


esday next there will be considered a Report of the Executive Committee on 
= letter of the Dalston Synagogue of the 24th January, 1884, referred to them 
by the Council for consideration and report, making application for admission as 
one of the Constituent Synagogues, and soliciting the support and countenance 


of the Council. 

The following is an abstract of the Report : 2, 

The first application of the Dalston Synagogue for admission to the Union and 
for the material support of the Council was made as long ago as May, 1876. At 
that time it appeared that the circle of inhabitants in the district who were without 
synagogue accommodation, and whom it was proposed to accommodate. was very 
limited indeed, and the circumstances were not such as then justified the Council in 
contributing, The Board of Management of the Dalston Synagogue were recom- 
mended to mature their plans and arrangements, and to renew their application to 
the Council when their prospects had become more defined and the pecuniary sup- 


- port they could secure more commensurate with their undertaking, and when they 


could show more obviously the necessity for the establishment of a synagogue in 


their neighbourhood. | 
This’ renewed application was made in the month of October, 1881, when the 


prospect+ of the synagogue had improved, and the necessity for its existence entirely 


established. 


The following resolution, recommended by the Executive Committee, was 


unanimously adopted by the Council on December 6th, 1531 : 


“That tle Council will cheerfully welcome the adhesion of the Dalston Synagogue to the 
United Syna-oxue, and is willing to entertain proposals involving a grant of money from the funds 
of the Umted Synagogue towards the erection of the proposed permanent structure in that districts 
as soon as adequate support from the public has been promised, in the manner proposed by the 
Report of the Executive Committee presented this evening.” 

The circumstances under which further action on the subject was delayed, were 
detailed in a’ letter from the President of the Dalston Synagogue which was laid 
before the Council in the month of December, 1883, and it was further reported at 
the meeting of the Council in February, 1884, that a suggested arrangement with 
the New Synagogue for the transf-r of their building and staff to Dalston could not 
be carried out. ‘The honorary officers of the New Synagogue who were present at 
the meeting of the Executive Committee at which the present question was discussed, 
confirmed the statement made in the letter of the Dalstun Synagogue as to the utter 
futility of any prospect that the suggested arrangement would be entertained by 
the New Synagogue, and the Executive Committee therefore unanimously decided 
that the request of the Dalston Synagogue must now be considered on iis own merits 
alone, and without reference to combination with any other Constituent Synagogue, 

The site of the proposed Dalston Synagogue is rather more than 1} miles from 
the North London Synagogue, and about 3 miles from the East London Synagogue. 
According to information supplied up to the present date, two-thirds of the members 
reside in the immediate vicinity of the syragogue, and wit: in a quarter of a mile 
thereof in the direction of the North London Synagogue ; the other third about one 
mile from the proposed synagogue in the opposite direction to the North London 
Synagogue ; and the Board of Management anticipates when a permanent building 
is erected, the addition of between $0 and 100 new members who are not at present 
members of any of the Constitu:nt Synagogues, and for whom there is no accom- 
modation at present. The cost of the new building is estimated at £8,000, that is 
to say, £7,000 for the synagogue, and £725 for the house now occupied by the beadle, 
and which must be acquired as a means of ingress tothe site, and £275 for contingen- 
cies ; this is independently of a sum of £1,000 for the purchase of the freehold rite, 
and as such purchase is optional, it ought not to be included in the outlay necessary 
for the establishment of the synagogue. The amount in the hands of the Treasurers 
of the Dalston Synagogue 1s £1,200, aris‘ng from accumulated savings, and there 
were promises of contributions in 1881 to the extent of £1,400. Since the negotia- 


tion took place in 1881 no endeavour has been made to obtain further contributions — 


from the public, for the reasons stated by the Pr-sident of the Synagogue in his 
letter of 24th October last ; in fact, the Board cf Management are of opinion that 
the protracted negotiations with the United Synagogue have materially diminished 
the public interest. 

The Executive Committee pointed out tothe Deputation of the Dalston Syna- 
gogue, in accordance with the report made in 1881, * That it has been usual in every 
case where aid has been sought in establishing a Synagogue, that the promoters 
should be able to show a list of sums definitely promised, not merely of anticipations, 
amounting to at least two-thirds of the total cost of the proposed synagogue, and 
that then the council has been successfully appealed to.” An examination of the 
cost of the various synagogues erected with the assistance of the Council since the 
amal ation shows that this principle has been generally adhered to. - 

The recommendations of the Executive Committee do not include the purchase 
of the freehold of the proposed site of the Dalston Synagogue. Some differences of 
opinion prevail as to whether it is the most suituble that can be obtained, 

The Executive Committee are of opinion that there is no doubt that the pro- 


sed synagogue will be self-supporting, and will be able to pay the interest on its — 


bentures and make some provision for their recoupment. 

The Board of Management have reiterated their willingness to be bound by the 
‘Trust deed and laws of the United Synagogue, and to contribute such taxation for 
pantal sate and communal purposes as shall from time to time be fixed by the 

ouncil, | 

The following are the formal recommendations which the Executive Committee 
submit for adoption by the Council : 


That provided the site of the proposed Dalston Synagogue be approved by the Exeen ive Com- 
mittee as suitadle, the Council will be prepared to take the necessary formal steps for submitting 
to the members the proposition that it is desirable to assist in erecting aad founding a synagogue 
at Dalston, on the following conditions : 

‘That when the promises of contributions which the Boird of Management are enabled to show 
from the public amount to the sum of £4,000, inclusive of the £1,200 already accumulated, the 
Council will be prepared to appropriate a maximum sum of £2,500 in aid of the building of the 
proposed synagogue, and to authorise the Board of Management of the Dalston Synagogue to 
borrow, on the security of the income of that synagogue, a maxi num of £1,500 towards its erec- 
‘tion, at a rate not exceeding 4 per cent., and to charge for the repayment of such deot the surplus 
inoome derivable from the said synagogue after payment of its local burdeus and of the rates 
‘Imposed for Communal purposes, the Board of Management or the promoters undertaking to 
enter into the necessary contracts for erecting at Dalston a synagogue and apppurtenances for 

the total sum of £8,000, and agreeing also to defray all requisite expenditure for the erection of 
the synagogue including arciiket's commission, fittings, upholstery, and ‘equipments of every 
denomivation, without further application to the Council either for an additional vote or for 
authority to borrow.

JEWS’ DEAF AND DUMB HOME. 

The annual meeting 6f the Governors and Subscribers was held of Sunda 
at the Home, Walmer Road, Notting Hill. There were present : Sir Barrow H 
Evuis, K.C,S.L., in the chair ; Rev. I. Samuel, Messrs. B. Birnbaum, H, 1. Colling 
B. A. Franklin, Joseph Joseph, B. Kisch, P, Magnus, 8. Oppenheim, Michael Samuel 

On the motion of Mr. M. SAMUEL, seconded by Mr. B. BrrnBAum, the annual 
report and ba'’ance-sheet were adopted, 

The report states that there are now 26 inmates at the Home, and two day pupils, 
The expenses for their maintenance have not exceeded the average amount expended 
in former years, thanks to the vigilance of the Ladies’ Committee in supervising the 
domestic arrangements, The Committee record their appreciation of the labours 6 
the Ladies’ Committee and of the services of the Director (Mr, Schéntheil) and his 
staff, under whose care the pupils make satisfactory progress. Instructions have 
been given by the Committee that means be provided to secure efficient escape in 
case of fire, A plan has been submitted by Mr. Collins, the honorary architect and 
although the proposed work will involve a large outlay, the Committee, considering 
the importance of the matter, have ordered it to be carried out forthwith, The 
increase in the number of inmates that may be expected at no distant. period will 
necessitate the extension of the available accommodation. Means will have to be 
provided to meet the additional demands which will thereby be made on the re. 
sources of the charity. The Committee, therefore, earnestly appeal for increase 
support, especially in the shape of subscriptions. The income from all sourges 
(including £976, the proceeds of the ball held last year), amounted to £1,874: ang 
the expenditure (of which the household expenditure formed an item of £547), to 
£1,256, | 

Mr. H; H. Conutns called the attention of the meeting to the serious diming. 

tion of subscriptions from the provinces. From the table appended to the report it was 
shown that out of the 26 inmates, 7, or 33 per cent. came from the provinces, . He 
thought their provincial brethren required waking up toa sense of their duty towards 
the Home, and he believed that this could best be effected, as was done by the Anglo. 
Jewish Association, in some of the members of the Committee going occasionally to 
the principal towns in England, and addressing meetings at which the excellent 
work of the Home might be brought home to the minds and the pockets of their 
audiences, 

The CHAIRMAN concurred with the observations which had fallen from Mr. 


Collins, and .was especially struck with the smallness of subscriptions received from. 


Manchester, where the community was both populous and wealthy. He believed it 
would be desirable to send appeals for donations to charitable persons in the metro. 
polis, especially in years when no balls were held. 

Mr. 8, OPPENHEIM thought it was unfair that subscribers should be called upon 
for donations, and urged that efforts, by means of an office to office or house to 


house visitation, should be made to get at persons who did not subscribe to that or 


any other charity. He expressed his readiness to assist in such a canvass, 
Mr, H. H. CoLuins approved the course advocated by Mr. Oppenheim, and added 
that it would in time become a question whether the Home should not, if extended, 


receive a number of paying pupils, whose payments would spare the charity from the 


cares and anxieties by which it was now beset. When the Home was started, the 


Committee had no idea that the number of Jewish deaf-mutes in the country was. 


so large as experience had since shown it to be. 
The meeting then reelected the honorary officers for the ensuing year 
as follows: President, Sir B. H. Ellis; Vice-Presidents, Messrs. H, L. Cohen 


and P. Magnus; Treasurer, Mr. I. Seligman: Honorary Secretary, the Rev. I. 


Samuel ; Auditors, Messrs. W. Jeff Cox and §, P. Solomon.: The Committee were 
re-elected with the addition of the Rev. J. Rabinowitz, Mr. 8S. Oppenheim,.and Mr, 
Alfred J. Waley in the place of three members who retired. 

Votes of tharks were passed to the honorary officers named above (with a special 
vote to the Honorary Secretary), to the Ladies’ and General Committee, the Director 
and staff,and to Mr. Abraham Hyams, who gratuitously conducts the services held 
on Sabbaths and Festivals at the synagogue attached to the Home. 


JEWISH HOME. 


The annual meeting of the subscribers to the Jewish Home was held on Sunday 
last at the institution, Stepney Green. Mr. F. D. Mocatta, President, occupied the 
Chair, and there was a large and enthusiastic attendance. : 

Prior to the transaction of the ordinary business, a resolution was adopted 
requiring donors and subscribers to nominate in writing, at least fourteen days 
before each annual meeting, the names of gentlemen nominated for election on the 
the Committee. | 

The Secretary (Mr. I, Bloomfield) read the Balance-sheet. This document, 
gether with the annual report (a summary of which appeared in our last issue) was, 
on the motion of Mr. 8S. Duparc, seconded by Mr. A. H, Woo.r, adopted without 
comment and amid applause. 

The CHAIRMAN, who met with a hearty reception, said that it was his pleasing 
duty to inform the friends of the Home that it was in a solid and healthy condition: 
There were now fifty-three inmates within its walls, and it might now be said to be 
full. The number of persons seeking admission was, however, far in excess of the 
accommodation it could afford, so that if the institution were larger it could be 
filled with many more excellent cases. It was satisfactory to see how much good was 
done to aged persons who without that establishment would end their days 
misery, Although the mortality must inevitably be large in an_ institution of tha

JEWISH COLONISTS IN PALESTINE. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
HAIPA, Pes, 4, 1884, 

I am glad to be able to report that the fears which I expressed in my previous 
letter of the Jewish colonies in Palestine, and especially that of Simmarin, falling 
under the influence of the previous administrative system, if system it could be 
called, have proved unfounded. It was not unnatural that this apprehension should 
have been prevalent among the colonists during the first few weeks, but the experience 
which Mr. Scheid, the agent of Baron de Rothschild, gained during that time was 
sufficient to enlighten him as to the true state of the case, and he speedily perceived 
that the only chance of a successful issue was his absolute emancipation from all 
local influences, and a personal administration in which his own will should be 
supreme and his own action independent. He has proved exceptionally well quali. 
fied for the task which he was sent here to undertake; he has spent nearly the 
whole of his time at Simmarin, except when he was visiting Safed and Rosh Pina; 
he has had opportunities of examining for himself into the causes which led to the 
disasters that have overtaken these colonies, of seeing how they should be avoided 
for the future, of judging for himself of the amount of confidence which was to be 
placed in the Jews of the country, and of the merits and demerits of the colonists 
themselves ; he has completely renovated Simmarin, setting an example to the 
colonists there of working with his own hands, and has infused a new spirit into 
them. The houses in which they are for the present lodged have been practically 
reconstructed, and the whole colony laid out upon a system which will ensure the 
maximum of comfort and utility until more permanent arrangements for housing 
the colonists and their families can be made upon a larger scale, which, however, it 
will probably be found expedient to postpone until the disposition of the Govern- 
ment becomes more favourable.

dawn upon this hitherto mismanaged experiment, which may justify the belief of 
those who have always maintained that Jewish colonisation under proper couditions 
was not only possible, but could be rendered profitable. Unfortunately, Mr, Scheid 
returns to France by this mail, but he has remained here long enough to place his 
successor—who arrived a month ago—firmly in his saddle, and to give him the bene- 
fit of his experience. It will only remain for the new administration to carry on 
the work so auspiciously begun, 


GERMANY.—Some time ago we mentioned that the Jewish Communal Council

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JUDAISM IN THE UNITED STATES. 


| FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, JAN. 27, 1864. 


The attention of earnest Hebtew's will, at no distant date, be drawn to @ very 
ferious question : Can Judaism differ on both sides of the Atlantic to any serious 
extent and yet be Judaism? And the result of this will be yet another question ; 
should not some effort be made to allow people to know what 1s Judaism, and to 
draw people to a common platform ? | ee 

In the last few weeks American Judaism, as it is calle1, has taken a serious 
start forward on the path of development. And the unpleasant feature is that it is 
not the isolated action of some congregation, but it is action from J ewish ministers 
who are entrusted with the sacred interests of our taith. The fist signal of the 
present outburst was given by the Rev. Dr. Stern, of Wilkesbane, This gentleman 
wrote officially to a Jewish paper, to the effect that the offspring of an unconverted 
Christian mother and a Hebrew father was to be considered a Hebrew ! And he 
quoted Talmudic authorities, Asa result of these views he performed a marriage 
service between such an offspring and a Hebrew. 

His letter was not only uncriticised by the Rev. Dr. Wise, in whose paper it 
appeared, but that Rev. gentleman gave notice that he proposed going even further. 
The position becomes all the more interesting when we remember that Dr. Wise 
is the Principal of the only Jewish College in this country. This college is situated 
at Cincinnati ; the s:udents are naturally impregnated with ultra-reform tendencies 
from the mere fact of their teachers being Reform ministers or laymen of pronounced 
Reform colour. And let it oe here stated, that what is meant by reform, is far dif- 
ferent from what Englishmen understand by the term, Here a congregation with 
the sexes sitting together, organ, women singers, Haphtorah in English, Talith used 
but little, and Sedrah cut down to a third, is called a Conservative synagogue, 

Dr. Wise, however, goes further, He has since given a series of lectures on vital 
These lectures have been pub- 
lished and circulated far and wide, especially in the West and South. The first was 
on the making of proselytes. He throws the door open wide ani intimates that

Upon the subject of intermarriage Dr, Wise states, “ that all Mosaic prohibitions 
of intermarriage with Gentiles refer to the seven pagan nations of Canaan exclusively 
and on spiritual grounds only.”’ He says, also, ‘ Moses prohibited intermarriage 


The Hebrews now live among Christians or Mahomedans almost exclusively. In 
regard to the Mahomedans, no less an authority than Moses Maimonides (and a num- 
ber of others) declares especially in his Zyygereth Shemad and also in Yad that they 
are not to be considered heathens ; consequently we have aright to judge that all 
laws and enactments, Mosaic and post Mosaic, concerning heathens, are not applicable 
tothem. InregardtoChristians , .... if we are to believe the various 
statements of Rabbinical casaists t» that effect; if we are to believe the notes 
printed on the first leaves of so many books, declaring that all laws and references 
to Akum, worshippers of stars or idols, refer to such heathens exclusively and abso_ 
lutely and not Christians, if we are to believe their declarations, that also the 
heathens outside of Palestine are not included in the laws against heathenism, as 
their beliefs and observances are merely customs inherited of their fathers, “ that 
the trinitarian doctrine is no paganism, it is Shuthfoth, an imaginary plurality, then 
we must admit the Rabbis of past centuries like those of the present one, did not con- 
sider Christianity another form of heathenism.”’ And in the issue of his paper of 
January llth, he says again, “ the Mosaic prohibition of intermarriage refers to the 
seven nations of Canaan exclusively ; the Rabbinical extension of that Mosaic law to 
all heathens was a minority resolution, adopted on the authority of Rabbi Simeon 
b. Yochai; by the authority of later Rabbis, Mahomedans and Christians are not 
considered heathens, The consequence is that neither a Biblical nor a Rabbinical 
law exists which prohibits intermarriage with Christians and Mahommedans.” He 
would like a synod to decide—but imagine the logical deduction formed in the minds 
of the average reader, dazed and bewildered by this jugglery and nopsense coming 
from the most prominent Hebrew Minister in America and the head of the Jewish 
College, | | | 
In his lecture on the Dietary Law he makes use of the startling notion that the 
prohibitions are not imperative, but optative ! 
He tolerates those who adhere to them, and patronisingly remarks upon those 
who abstain from meat and butter, or are strict in ‘“Coshering,’ but he informs 


them that they on their part must not consider all who differ in opinion as sinners, 
Upon his views on Dietary Law appearing in print, the Philadelphia Ledger pub- — 


lished the opinionsjof various ministers, specially obtained. Rev. Mr. Morais regards 


the laws as binding on every Jew. They have never been abrogated. Rev. Dr, 


Hirsch, who considers Dr. Wise a “superficial scholar,” agrees with him ss to the 
non-observance of the Dietary Laws, “If I don’t eat pork,” said Dr. Hirsch, “it is 


simply because it does not agree with me.” He admits he enjoys a plate of oysters. — 


Rev. Dr. Jastrow says : “ Dr, Wise holds that the language of Moses, in Leviticus 
chap, xi.. having reference to permitted and prohibited animals is ‘optative,’ that 


_ is,advisory, Dr, Wise has no literary conscience, or else he would not place such 


manifestly false constructions upon the clearest passages in Scripture, He has a mania 
for uttering sensational and inconsiderate opinions. I hold that these Dietary Laws 
areas binding on the Jewish conscience to-day as ever they were And the sane 
holds good with respect to the manner of preparing food.’ Rev. Dr. Kohler says 
he does not consider such laws as binding. ‘ They were originally meant to be 
expre sive of the priestly character of the Jewish nation ; but now this symbolism is 


lost, since it is no longer understood by the people at large. These laws are purely 


symbols, and were not meant as sanitary regulations at all. We Jews to-day can 
best fulfil our mission as teachers by associating with Gentiles and removing the 
barriers. Practically, the vast majority of Jews eat and drink what they please.”

GEORGE ELIOT’S ESSAYS. 
Essays and Leaves from a Note-Book, by GEORGE ELIOT, (Blackwood), 

Anything written by the late George Eliot mst deserve the respectful cop. 
sideration of Jews and of Englishmen. The st bstantial contributions she made 
during her lifetime to English literature render any “remains” from her pen 
of interest to Englishmen. And the presentation of Jewish life in Duniel 
Deronda will always endear her memory to Jewish hearts. Thus, though 
there is scarcely anything of special Jewish interest in the volume before us, yet 
the associations which George Eliot’s name carries with it causes us to draw 
attention to a volume of a different order to those to which that name has hitherto 
been attached. We have here George Eliot as a Westminster reviewer of thirty 
years ago. It would be absurd to expect the same species of interest in these 
reprinted reviews as in the magnificent series of novels which have formed an 
intellectual feast for most of us. They have, however. an interest of their own 
in exhibiting George Eliot’s interest in religious, social, and even political pro- 
blems. With regard to the former, her scathing description of “ Worldliness 
and Otherworldlines,” in the person of the poet Young, the author of the “ Night 
Thoughts,” lets us into the secret of the chief doctrine which alienated her in the 
creed of her childhood from which she revolted. The same interest attaches to 
her contemptuous analysis of Dr. Cumming’s sermons. Similarly an admirable 
account of German Life contains a statement which throws some light on her 
Jewish sympathies. Regarding European society as “incarnate history,” it was 
material that she should have been impressed by Jews as an incarnation of his- 
toric hopes and memories. The only essay dealing with a subject of direct 
Jewish interest is that relating to Heinrich Heine. Apart, however, from the 
statement that Heine’s mother was not of Semitic origin, the article docs not

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JUDAISM IN THE UNITED STATES. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 27, 1864. 


The attention of earnest Hebtews will, at no distant date, be drawn to a very 
berious question : Can Judaism differ on both sides of the Atlantic to any s*rious 
extent and yet be Judaism? And the result of this will be yet another question ; 
should not some effort be made to allow people to know what is Judaism, and to 
draw people toa common platform ! : hes 

In the last few weeks American Judaism, as it is calle, has taken a serious 
start forward on the path of development. And the unpleasant feature is that it 1s 
not the isolated action of some congregation, but it is action from J ewish ministers 
who are entrusted with the sacred interests of our taith. The fist signal of the 
present outburst was given by the Rev. Dr. Stern, of Wilkesbane, This gentleman 
wrote officially to a Jewish paper, to the effect that the offspring of an unconverted 
Christian mother and a Hebrew father was to be considered a Hebrew ! And he 
quoted Talmudic authorities. Asa result of these views he performed a marriage 
service between such an offspring and a Hebrew. 

His letter was not only uncriticised by the Rev. Dr. Wise, in whose paper it 
appeared, but that Rev. gentleman gave notice that he proposed going even further. 
The position becomes all the more interesting when we remember that Dr, Wise 
is the Principal of the only Jewish College in this country. T his college is situated 
at Cincinnati ; the s:udents are naturally impregnated with ultra-reform tendencies 
from the mere fact of their teachers being Reform ministers or laymen of pronounced 
Reform colour, And let it oe here stated, that what is meant by reform, is far dif- 
ferent from what Englishmen understand by the term. Here a congregation with 
the sexes sitting together, organ, women singers, Haphtorah in English, Talith used 
but little, and Sedrah cut down to a third, is called a Conservative synagogue. 

Dr. Wise, however, goes further. He has since given a series of lectures on vital 
subjects, and has uttered most pronounced views. These lectures have been pub- 
lished and circulated far and wide, especially in the West and South. The first was 
on the making of proselytes. He throws the door open wide ani intimates that 
intelligence on the part of the candidate and a declaration of adherence to the doc- 
trines of the Unity are sufficient. | 

Upon the subject of intermarriage Dr, Wise states, ‘ that all Mosaic prohibitions 
of intermarriage with Gentiles refer to the seven pagan nations of Canaan exclusively 
and on spiritual grounds only.’ He says, also, ‘ Moses prohibited intermarriage 
with the Canaanites, as he says to prevent their falling back into paganism.....

laws and enactments, Mosaic and post Mosaic, concerning heathens, are not applicable 
tothem. InregardtoChristians ..... if we are to believe the various 
statements of Rabbinical casuaists t» that effect ; if we are to believe the notes 
printed on the first leaves of so many books, declaring that all laws and references 
to Akum, worshippers of stars or idols, refer to such heathens exclusively and abso_ 
lutely and not Christians, if we are to believe their declarations, that also the 
heathens outside of Palestine are not included in the laws against heathenism, as 
their beliefs and observances are merely customs inherited of their fathers, “ that 
the trinitarian doctrine is no‘paganism, it is Shuthfoth, an imaginary plurality, then 
we must admit the Rabbis of past centuries like those of the present one, did not con- 
sider Christianity another form of heathenism.’’
